been made in each station for a third 
similar

The 
transformer stations contain no auto- j 
matic switches of any ty pe, but are! 
controled altog ether from the main 
central station. 
They , therefore, re- ! 
quire no attendance and need be in ­ 
spected only occasionally when in op­ 
eration. 
As has been stated, the main section 1 
of the trolley w ill be fed at a potential 
of 3300 volts, while in the city of 
Rushville 550 volts alternating current 
w ill be used. 
As, however, within 
the city of 
Indianapolis the 
cars 
must operate over the already ex isting 
lines, which are « {nipped with direct 
current at 550 volts, provisions had to 
be made for operation with both direct 
and alternating current and'at a trolley 
potential of both 550 and 38 00 volts.
